Ilc lcd 
several attacks ou Jatiyon until finally tlie dacoits were 
driven from their strong position out into the open and thic 
leader Kalyansingh and live other members of his gang shot 
dead .

The police party which surrounded Pharakon was the 
first to engage the dacoits and by continuous fire compelled 
them to leave their strong position . They made off and 
were again brought to combat in Hathl-ka-Bera from where 
they were oncc inore driven out until they rcached the 
dhani of Jatiyon . Jatiyon is situatel on a small hillock 
with only one entrance on the northern side and its ninc 
houses are protected by thorny barricadey. The dacoits had 
clinibed on to the roof of the highest house and from their 
vantage point compicnced firing on the police. Constable 
Padam Singh was a member of thc police party that cngagel 
the dacoits at Hera and then pursued them to Jatiyon . Here 
ho was in the forefront of the policc attacks on the shani. 
By 5 - 30 p .m . when it became evident that darkness wouli 
soon provide the dacoits with a means of escape, Constable 
Padam Singh and another Constable set the thorny latii. 
cadey on fire at two different points with a view to driving 
the dacoits out. In order to accomplish this Constable Padam 
Singh had to approach very close to the dhani and was in 
conblant danger of being shut. The police then pressed home 
their attack and drove the dacoits out of ſatiyon into the 
open where Kalyansingh and five of his giing were shot dead , 
A quantity of wins and ammunition was recovercal from 
them . 

Throughout this long encounter with a desparate and 
well armed gang, Constable Padam Singh displayed cons 
picuous gallantry ol thic highest order,

Early in March 1958 , information was received that the 
notorious dacoit Kalyansingh and his gang were at Pharakon 
ki-Dhani in Hariadhana area, Rajasthan . On the cvening of 
the 11th March 4 Police Force assembled at Pipar and carly 
the following morning in seven separate parties surrounded 
the area which comprisecl the dhanis of Pharakon , Dhinglon , 
Khojan , Aringon , Mundel, Bera and Gambhirsingh lil order 
to seal off all possible avenues of escape for the dacoits. 

The Police party which surrounded Pharakon was tho 
first lo engagc thc dacoits and by continuous lire compelled 
them to Icave their strong position . They made oft and 
were again brought to combat in Huthi-ki -Beta , which is the 
place of a well with a masonry housc and a disused 
rcscrvoir nearly , and is scrccncd by trees and shruls. There 
was a standing crop of wheat around the well and harvesters 
and grazing calle in the vicinity . One of the dacoits took 
cover in the reservoir and the rest on the roof of the house . 
Ay the police dvanced thcy wcrc fired on by the dacoits . 
Coristallc Khuman Singh , who was on the eastern Hank of 
the well, however continued to approach tlie well in full 
view of the cacoils and ured on them from close range. His 
audacious action pined the dacoits clown and pernilleci 
the rest of the police to come nearer . The dacoit leader 
Kalyansingh and two of his associates then finding their 
position untcnable mingled with the harvesters and NO 
managed to slip though the police cordon , but another 
dacoit who attemptel to escape way shot clead . Constable 
Khuman Singh himself lell a victim to the dacoits bullets 
and died . He showel outstanding courage and devotion to 
duty througliout tliis encounter,
